The unexpected has happen- 
‘ed. Russia and Japan have 
agreed to patch up their dispute 
on the Korean-Manchukuo- 
Soviet border. Each side claims 
that the understanding is based 
upon the terms it offered, but 
it ig of no great consequence 
who hit upon the acceptable 
It is sufficient for 
gratification that the danger of 
extensive hostilities, and ‘pos- 
sibly the embroilment of other 
powers, has been avoided for a 
time at least; ‘although com- 
mentators are generally agreed 
that this is merely a postpone- 
ment of the inevitable. What 
appears to have happened is 
that Japan has made a diploma- 
tic retreat, and has accepted the 
Russian contention that the 
negotiations to demarcate the 
Manchukuo-Soviet frontier ghall 
be based on the old Sino- 
Russian treaty and maps of 
1860. Previously the Japanese 
Government refused to recognise 
the validity of these documents, 
and it was here the deadlock 
occurred. Now Japan ig willing 
to look at the evidence. That is 
sensible. At one time it seemed 
that neither side would make 
the slightest concessions or 
moderate its stand in any way 
for fear’of losing “face” and 
weakening the national prestige. 
But all along both Russia and 
Japan must ‘have recognised 
that their differences could not 
‘be settled by “isolated fighting”

Toying with his ‘privilege, he 
discovered that Russian youth could 
be allowed to sing In church choirs, 
Preaching to his congregation, the 
cleric need only keep' within the lmv 
by turning his back on his ‘cholr- 
joys, 
There are 165,000,000 people Jn 
Russin. A third of them have de- 
elored themselves for Christianity, 
As many ofain may belong to the 
Moslem faith, and the athelst almost 
falls into’ a minority. Significantty 
enough, the number of christenings 
has trebled since the coming of the 
new Constitution, 

The Church has fought its awful 
battle against the State, and It op- 
pears to be winning, despite the 
overwhelming odds, 

The religious in Russia must not 
form themselves into clubs or chari- 
tes. They must not walk in pro- 
cession except within the churches, 
They must. not preach rellfion out- 
side the church doors. In the Soviet 
to-day men and women are already 
talking of a new Renaissance.

Deciding Factor

IS GOING 
BACK TO. 
CHURCH

(A Journalist and traveller, now on 
a journey of investigation into world 
problems.) 


T was a revelation to me ‘to find 
“that Russin has churches, clerics, 
and religion. ; 


One cannot help. thinking of the 
Sovict Jn terms of irreligion and god- 
lessness—a_ country. lacking pricsts, 
churches, and faith. Yet the de- 
plorably .humourless chairman of the 
Union of the Militant Godless iad to 
admit not long ago that about 50 per 
eent. of the adult population of 
Russia have not severed all tles with 
religion, 


When the soldicrs of the "Red" 
Army had to fill in a questionnaire 
on their religious views 70 per cent. 
had the temerity to confess that they 
believed In oa Delty. During the 
Russlan Orthodex Easter men and 
women in more than 30,000 parishes 
went to church, just as thelr fathers 
did before them, 

Moscow's 20 churches were re- 
ported crammed to capacity for the 
all-night: services. Even the official 
Government newspapers have had 
wsuMcient freedom of consclence lite- 
ly to state that the number of youny 
people attending? church services is 
stendily increasing, 


Freedom of Conscience 


It is true that, Russia's | churches 
Once opened only at thelr parishion- 
ers’ peril, Mass arrests of clerics 
were everyday incidents. The’ anti- 
religious campaign of ten years ago 
was ruthless and violent. Church 
bells were torn down and sent to 
the melting, foundries for industrial 
purposes. Churches were sacked and 
blasphemous processions marked the 
Christmas, Easter, and other fes- 
tivals, fl 

As recently as) 10320 a “Godless 
Five-Year Plan" was embodied in i 
decree Issued with the object “not to 
leave a single house of prayer in the 
territory of the USSR, and -to 
extinguish in the minds of the people 
the very notion of God,” 

All that changed 18 months ago 

when the new Soviet Constitution 
came into being. Almost overnight 
it granted, in the official words, 
“frecdom ‘of~.conscience, including 
the right ,of “religious worship, 
rspecch, and assembly, all but 
cupitalists,” 
_ The priests suddenly found them- 
selvea given a vote and the full 
Jrights of citizenship, They had 
come to be recognised as workers. 
Any twenty people could gather to- 
nether and lease a place of worship 
from the State.

Keeping Within the Law 


The Orthodox Church had long 
‘since ‘been’ disestablished and its 
property confiscated, church schools 
had been abolished, and the teaching 
of religion to all persons under 10 
had been forbidden, But the pricst 
had regained the right to live on 
voluntary alms from his parlshion- 
ers, Toying with his “privilege, he 
discovered that Russtan youth could 
be allowed to sing In church cholrs. 
Preaching to his congregation, the 
eléric need only keep within the law 
by turning: his back on his cholr- 
hoys, . 

Thero are 165,000,000 people in 
Russian, A third of them have de- 
elared themselves for Christlanity.
